EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
No Proof Of Charges 


We’ve heard something about lack of cooperation re- 
cently, in connection with the Board of Health’s approach 
to sewerage problems in Ballardvale. 

And as we recall, it was Selectman Edward P. Hall who 
said that the Board had not cooperated with the Board of 
Public Works, because after the BPW granted the Realty 
Construction Co. permission to tie into the sewer, the 
Board of Health told them to go ahead and use septic 
tanks. Mr. Hall has since been definite in his opinion that 
this indicated a lack of cooperation, and that the sewer 
should be used for some 4U houses in the Dascomb and 
Lovejoy rd. area. 

It was remarkable, in view of this, to discover last 
week that an engineer’s report recommending against the 
use of the sewer there, written in mid-August, 1958, had 
never been transmitted to the Board of Health from the 
Board of Public Works, despite a letter, dated last Sep- 
tember, from the Health Board to the BPW asking for 
additional data on the subject. 

The report was finally obtained by the Health Board, 
after its chairman, Robert A. Walsh, finally was told of its 
existence. The report substantiated, in most respects, the 
decision of the Board of Health to allow septic tanks in 
the area, based on present and future usage of the sewer 
by houses existing along its present course, which have 
the right to tie in at any time. The report, however, did 
state that the contemplated homes could be tied in, but 
then there would be no room for those now existing, whose 
owners have paid a betterment assessment. 

[hus we discover that the Board of Health, acting on 
its own information, took a stand that was independently 
reached by the consulting engineers. 

We are led to wonder about the no-cooperation charge, 
in the light of this information. The BPW obviously did 
not cooperate by sending their report to the Health Board, 
but this shouldn’t then be transposed into the fault of the 
Board of Health. We are also led to wonder why the BPW, 
after receiving the engineers’ report, voted to act to the 
contrary. When the town has a competent engineering firm 
in its service, and pays the taxpayers’ good money for 
information and recommendations, why aren’t they 
accepted? 

Now, the engineers have recommended a method of in- 
creasing the capacity at the treatment plant, and this re- 
port has been received favorably by the Board of Health. 
A decision that seemed sensible at the time — to allow 
septic tanks — has been reversed in the light of additional 
information. This is in the best tradition of government — 
being not afraid to change a decision when new facts are 


disclosed. 


Wise Decision 

The driver-training program adopted by the school Com- 
mittee appears sensible, in that youngsters will have the 
opportunity to take the course while keeping the cost at a 
minimum. 

The danger with any non-academic offering such as 
driver training is that it will begin to cost too much, in 
comparison with other, academic, courses which should 
be given priority. And the present driver-training program 
could have rapidly grown into a financial burden — by 
adding cars and faculty members,

It seems apparent that offering the behind-the-wheel 
instruction after school is the only sensible way to keep 
this course from intruding too much into the school day. 
The textbook portion of the course remains a school-day 
offering, but now will be so set up that students will all 
have a chance to take the subject in the normal course of 
events, 

We believe the School Committee wisely adopted the 
statement of policy, thus shutting the door on rapid ex- 
pansion of costs, while maintaining an adequate offering 


in this field. 


Answer Needed 

The confusion appears to be tremendous over hours and 
policies at the town dump. 

Since the Selectmen opened, then closed, the dump on 
Sundays, the police department has been getting numer- 
ous calls every weekend about proper hours — and fre- 
quently the caller mentions the inconvenience of having 
the dump closed on Sunday. These persons claim that 
there is no other time during the week when they can take 
refuse to the dump, based on a six-day work week. 

There are many sides to this particular controversy — 
the convenience of some being considered in comparison 
to the inconvenience caused the residents in the area of 
the dump itself. 

Whatever the outcome — and there probably will be more 
debate before the issue is finally settled — it would be 
logical for the Selectmen to take a final, definite stand, 


so that confusion can be eliminated.
